ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1906. 


At  the  census  of  1901  the  population  of  Glendale  was 
8,770,  and  this  may  he  taken  as  the  po])ulation  in  1900. 

The  nuniher  of  births  in  1900  was  177,  equal  to  a 
birth  rate  of  20*18  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Tliis 
number  is  a decrease  from  184  in  1905,  and  shows  a very 
low  birth  rate  when  compared  to  tlie  birth  rate  of  tlie 
county  as  a whole,  which  was  80*41  in  1905  ; and  also 
the  birth  rate  of  England  find  Wfdes,  which  was  27*2 
in  1905. 

The  numher  of  deaths  in  1900  was  118,  an  increjise 
of  7 over  the  number  in  1905,  find  equal  to  a death  rate 
of  18*45.  Although  this  is  a higher  dejith  rate  tlian  finy 
since  1902,  it  is  still  below  the  fiverage  for  the  runil 
districts  of  the  county,  which  in  1905  \v;is  14*0,  the  lowest

in  the  last  ten  years.  In  tlie  Wooler  district  the  deaths 
were  55,  as  against  58  in  1905  ; in  the  Ford  district  there 
were  60,  as  against  48  in  1905.  In  the  Workhouse  there 
were  three  deaths. 


The  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  were  12,  a consider- 
able decrease  from  1905,  when  there  were  20  deaths. 
This  gives  a death  rate  of  67*79  per  1,000  births  registered, 
which  is  much  below  the  average  rate  of  the  rural 
districts  of  the  county,  which  was  111*83  in  1905,  and 
very  much  below  the  rate  of  the  county  as  a whole, 
which  was  133*57  in  1905.  In  spite  of  the  difficulty  of 


procuring  an  adequate  supply  of  milk  the  death  late 
under  one  year  of  age  is  low,  and  this  must  be  attributed 
to  the  pure  air  and  sanitary  state  of  the  houses  as  a 
whole  in  Glendale. 


Of  the  12  deaths,  four  were  under  one  week ; of  the 
others,  three  were  certified  to  have  died  of  gastro- 
intestinal catarrh,  one  of  meningitis,  and  two  of  bronchitis. 
There  were  no  deaths  between  one  and  five  years  of  age, 
so  that  the  total  deaths  under  five  were  12,  the  same 
n limber  of  course  as  under  one  year  of  age.  This  gives 
a rate  of  1*36  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  2*8  in  the  previous  year.  The  nnniber  of  deaths  at 
five  years  of  age  and  upwards  was  106,  giving  a rate  ot 
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12*08,  as  compared  witli  0*8  in  1905.  Of  the  106  deatlis 
over  five  years  of  age,  four  died  between  the  ages  of 
5 and  15;  six  died  between  15  and  25;  44  between  the 
ages  of  25  and  65,  and  52  at  65  and  upwards.  Of  these 
52  deaths  the  large  number  of  17  deaths  were  80  and 
over. 

Scarlet  fever  caused  one  death,  diphtheria  one  deatli, 
erysipelas  one  death,  diarrhoea  three  deaths,  enteritis 
three  deaths,  phthisis  nine  deaths,  pleurisy  one  death, 
pnenmonia  five  deaths,  cancer  seven  deaths,  and  bronchitis 
nine  deaths.

deaths,  a rate  of  0*68  as  compared 


with  0*22  in  1905. 


Idithisis  caused  nine  deaths,  an  increase  of  two  over 
that  of  1905,  and  equal  to  a rate  of  1*02,  which  equals 
the  rate  for  the  county  as  a whole  in  1905. 

The  nnmlxn*  of  iidectious  disease's  notified  in  the 
districT  in  1906  was  51,  a consid(‘roble  increase  over  24, 
the*  number  in  lOOu.  As  \\411  b('  s('(‘n  Irom  I abh'  111.,  the 
dise.i-!  W(u*e‘  di j)hther-ia,  (‘lyslp  'las,  and  sc^arlet  fever. 
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Of  diphtheria  and  erysipelas  the  numbers  were  2 and 
8 respectively— the  same  numbers  as  in  1905— and  one  of 
each  proved  fatal. 

Scarlet  fever  was  much  more  prevalent  than  in  the 
two  previous  years,  and  although  there  was  one  fatal 
case  the  disease  was  of  a very  mild  type,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  three  cases,  did  not  happen  till  the  last 
week  of  June,  and  continued  cropping  up  till  almost  the 
end  of  the  year.  As  there  were  several  cases  in  and 
around  Wooler  in  July,  the  schools  in  JV^oolei  weie 
closed  from  July  16th  for  six  weeks,  and  as  scarlet  fever 
still  continued  to  spread,  the  schools  were  closed  for  a 
further  fortnight  till  September  10th. 

As  scarlet  fever  broke  out  in  the  Lilburn  School  area 
in  October,  the  school  at  West  Lilburn  was  closed  from 
September  28th  till  November  12th,  and  further  closed 
till  November  19th. 

The  fourth  slaughter  house,  which  was  built  adjoin- 
ing the  other  three,  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and 
occupied  by  the  fourth  butcher. 

During  the  month  of  May  an  exceptionally  heavy 
rainfall  took  place,  whicli  resulted  in  one  of  the  largest 
floods  experienced  for  many  years.  The  cement  weir 
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carrying'  the  sewage  pipe  across  the  Wooler  Water  Avas 
undermined,  tiiid  part  ot*  the  pipe  Avas  broken  and 
carried  aAvay,  thus  putting  an  end  for  the  time  to  the 
Wooler  SeAvage  Disposal  Works.  Since  then  the  sewage 
enters  the  river  at  various  points,  awaiting  the  sanction 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  another  method  of 
carrying  the  pipes  across  the  riA^er.  This,  if  erected, 
may  in  its  turn  be  carried  away  by  trees  and  hushes 
Avhich  come  doAvn  Avith  great  A^elocity  at  every  large 
flood  ; while  a pipe  carried  beneath  the  bed  of  the  riA'^er, 
})y  what  is  knoAvn  as  an  inverted  syphon,  aided  by  the 
o-reat  fall  that  exists  in  Wooler,  Avould,  in  the  opinion  of 
eminent  engineers,  be  peculiarly  suitable  and  free  from 
all  the  dangers  of  floods,  and  could  be  done  at  less 
expense  to  the  ratepayers  of  Wooler. 


Wooler  has  a good  supply  of  splendid  A\atei  fiom 
tAVo  sources,  each  emptying  into  a reservoir  in  a suitahle 
situation.  The  reserA^oirs  are  small,  holding  betAWien 
them  about  two  days’  supply.  This  is  not  a satisfactory 
state  of  matters,  as  during  a long-continued  drought 
there  is  no  storage  to  fall  hack  on.  It  Avould  also  be 
serious  if  an  extensive  fire  broke  out  in  Wooler.  This 
storage  (j^uestejn  slujidd  he  looked  into. 
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The  scheme  for  obtaining  a supplementary  water 
supply  for  Lowick  fell  through,  and  this  is  much  to  be 
regretted,  for  it  is  only  during  long-continued  wet 
weather  that  Lo wick’s  supply  can  be  said  to  be 
abundant. 

The  cow  sheds  in  Wooler  are  inspected  from  time 
to  time.  They  are  kept  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions in  the  bye-laws  adopted  by  the  Council  some 
years  ago. 


In  TCooler  two  new  houses  have  been  completed  in 
Glendale  Road,  and  nine  new  cottages  have  been  built 
and  occupied  in  Back  Lane.  A new  hotel  is  in  course  of 
erection,  in  Market  Place,  taking  the  place  of  two  very 
old  buildings. 


The  two  new  cottages  at  M ooler  Cottage  Farm  have 
been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

At  Marley  Knowe  two  new  cottages  have  been  built 
and  occupied — a very  great  improvement. 

In  connection  with  the  Factory  and  Workshops'  Act, 
the  various  workshops  in  the  district  were  visited  from 
time  to  time.  Due  regard  was  paid  to  ventilation  and 
cleanliness,  and  no  defects  of  a serious  nature  were  found 
during  the  year.
